THE  great  demand  for  tMs  medicine,  which  has  gradually  increased  for  the 
laft  twenty  years,  sufficiently  confirms  its  value ;  and  it  is  now  conllantly  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  firfi:  phyficians  and  furgeons  in  this  kingdom. 

Not  only  in  Intermittent  Fevers,  but  in  mofi:  of  thofe,  not  llrictly  inflammatory, 
Peruvian  Bark  is  the  chief  medicine  on  which  physicians  can  rely  with  confi¬ 
dence;  in  Chronic  Diforders  its  utility  is  not  lefs  extenfive;  and  comparatively 
few  difeafes  occur,  in  which  this  important  medicine  is  not  found  to  be  necelTary 
as  a  febrifuge  or  a  tonic. 

The  efficacy  of  an  article  so  materially  interefiing  to  the  health  of  a  great 
part  of  the  community,  may  therefore  be  fairly  confidered  as  a  matter  of  public 
concern.  Much  has  been  ably  written  on  the  Peruvian  Bark,  and  not  only  the  diffe¬ 
rent  cafes  which  indicate  its  ufe,  have  been  fully  pointed  out,  but  the  moft  effectual 
way  of  exhibiting  it,  has  been  Hated  by  phyficians  of  great  experience,  and  by 
none  more  judiciously  than  by  Dr.  Saunders. 

As  the  Yellow  Bark  is  not  confidered  here  in  a  new  character,  but  merely  as 
poffeffmg  the  medical  powers  of  Bark  in  a  very  eminent  degree,  the  proprietor 
thinks  it  right  to  make  a  few  obfervations  on  its  utility,  and  to  refer  to  a  few  au¬ 
thorities  in  confirmation  of  its  virtue.  Dr.  Relph,  formerly  one  of  the  phyficians 
to  Guy's  Hospital,  to  whom  the  public  is  much  indebted,  as  well  as  to  JDr. 


BabingtoNj  and  feveral  other  eminent  medical  men,  who  have  made  the  neces- 
'sary  experiments  to  afcertain  &  eftabliih  the  fuperiority  of  Yellovv  Peruvian  Bark, 
says — Peruvian  Bark  has  been  long  and  deservedly  regarded  as  a  mediciire  of 
the  first  estimation  in  the  whole  Materia  Medica.  Its  consumption  iir  Britain 
and  her  colonial  possessions  in  the  East  and  West  Indies  is  so  very  considerable, 

‘‘  that  to  those  unacquainted  with  the  quantity  annually  imported  into  this 
Island,  it  will  appear  almost  incredible,  and  a  striking  Proof  of  the  universa- 
lity  of  its  use.’’ 

In  the  five  years  preceding  that  in  which  Dr.  Relph  wrote,  not  less  than 
634,7 8 31b.  or  near  127,0001b.  annually,  had  been  imported,  25,ocolb.  of  which 
was  annually  exported.  Dr.  Relph,  after  given  an  account  of  the  first  intro- 
dcction  of  Peruvian  Bark  into  Europe,  gives  the  following  extract  of  a  Letter 
from  a  Merchant  in  Spain. 

The  Yellow  Bark,  which  has  only  been  lately  known,  is  infinitely  superior  to 
‘‘  to  all  the  other  Barks,  by  its  activity  and  admirable  properties.  Fevers  which 
“  have  resisted  red  Bark,  give  way  to  this  very  easily.  The  first  parcel  which 
arrived  here  was  tried  at  Madrid,  and  was  immediately  bought  by  the  King’s 
**  order  for  his  own  use.  We  also  found  means  to  procure  a  few  hundred  pounds 
of  it,  in  order  to  make  experiments  here  as  well  as  in  France,  and  it  had  every 
where  the  greateft  succefs.” 

‘‘Dr.  Relph  continues,  “lam  authorized  by  Dr.  Saunders,  and  Dr. 
‘‘ Hervey,  to  say,  that  in  the  various  cases,  in  which  this  drug  was  used  by 
“  thcmi,  it  proved  invariably  succefsful,  nor  has  my  own  practice  furnished  me 
“with  a  single  exception.  I  am  perfectly  satisfied  that  it  manifested  nearly 
“  a  double  proportion  of  febrifuge  power  to  that  of  common  Bark;  and  another 
“  advantage  of  great  importance  is,  that  for  many  Fevers  of  the  remittent  kind 
“  (particular  those  of  hot  climates)  in  which  a  fuper-abundance  of  bile  in  the 
“  primw  vice,  may  indicate  the -use  of  common  Bark;  this  by  its  superior  bittsr- 
“  nefs  seems  to  be  particularly  adapted.” 

After  what  has  been  said,  to  add  m.ore  may  seem  unnecefsary  ;  yet  I  am  tempted 
to  give  a  short  extract  from  a  letter  of  Dr.  O’Ryan,  late  Profefsor  of  the  Prac- 
tice  of  Medicine  in  the  College  of  Lyons  in  F-ance,  and  first  Physician  to  the 
Grand  Hotel  Dieu,  of  that  city  to  Dr.  Relph.  After  giving  an  account  of 
many  experiments  by  which  its  superiority  was  fully  proved,  he  continues  to  .say, 

“  Several  members  of  the  College  of  Phyficians,  who  were  invited  by  us  to  the 
general  aflembly  in  December,  and  had  examined  the  famples  of  the  extract, 
which  we  produced,  having  made  much  ufe  of  the  Yellow  Bark,  during  the 
winter,  in  their  private  practice,  and  attended  to  our  vifits  in  the  Hofpital,  now 
not  only  extolled  in  private,  but  two  of  them  publilhed  works  filled  with  its 
praifes.  The^  Phyficians  of  the  Hotel  Dieu,  however,  deferred  giving  their 
final  approbation,  until  they  ftiould  have  an  opportunity  of  employing  it  in  the 
Putrid  Remittents  of  the  fummer,  in  which  they  could  obtain  an  unequivocal 
tell  of  its  virtues. 

opinion  was,  therefore,  given  at  the  general  Afifembly  on  the  firfl 
of  October,  I787,  highly  in  its  favour,  and  from  that  time  until  the  middle  of 
oeptember;  17^2,  when  I  made  my  efcape  out  of  that  guilty  and  drilracted 
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‘^kingdom,  its  reputation  rofe  to  fuch  a  pitch,  that  tho’  its  price  became  enor- 
**  mous  (felling  at  the  rate  of  three  and  fixpence  an  ounce)  it  was  the  only  fpeecics 
“  employed,  particularly  in  any  diforder,  which  appeared  in  the  leaft  dangerous, 

“  and  therefore  reqsired  a  certain  and  fpeedy  remedy.’* 

Murray,  likewife,  in  his  account  of  this  Bark,  obferves, — ‘‘  That  on  its  being 

difeovered  to  be  more  efficacious  than  the  other  fpecies,  it  was  leserved  for  the  I 
**  ufe  of  the  Royal  Family  of  Spain,  and  hence  diftinguiffied  by  the  name  of  the 
‘‘Royal  Yellow  Bark.”  “The  analyfis  of  the  Yellow  Bark,  (he  further  re- 
“  marks),  Ihews  that  its  active  principles  are  more  powerful  than  in  either  of  the 
“  others,  as  it  affords  to  water,  alcohol,  &c.  tinctures  much  ftronger,  both  i  •  bit- 
“  ternefs  and  pungency,  efpeeially  in  the  former  quality,  and  fome  clinical  ob- 
“  fervations  appear  to  effiibliffi  its  fuperior  medicinal  power.” 

That  the  Yellow  Bark,  from  which  this  tindlure  is  prepared,  is  decidedly 
fuperior  to  every  other  kind  of  Bark  with  which  we  are  acquainted,  is  fo 
fully  eftabliffied  not  only  by  the  highly  refpectable  tedimony  already  adduced, 
but  by  the  concurrent  opinion  of  the  majority  of  the  profession,  who  have 
carefully  invedigated  the  subject,  that  it  is  now  almod  exclufively  employed. 

It  is  surely,  therefore,  of  the  highed  importance,  that  it  ffiould  be  exhibited  in 
fuch  a  form  as  to  infure  its  beneficial  effects.  But,  excellent  as  it  is,  it  is  liable, 
when  in  the  form  of  Bark,  to  feveral  objections ;  the  very  bed  Bark  by  being 
long  kept,  unquedionably  lofes  a  part  of  its  efficacy,  an  inconvenience  that  is 
entirely  obviated  in  this  preparation,  which  is  completely  faturated  with  the 
efficacious  particles  only  ;  will  retain  its  virtues  for  any  length  of  time,  and  in 
any  climate.  It  is  much  more  portable,  and  always  ready  for  ufe,  for  it  requires 
nothing  more  than  a  lew  drops  (fay  30  or  40)  to  be  added  to  a  glafs  of  water,  in 
order  to  prepare  a  draught  equally  powerful  with  what  is  generally  preferibed  in 
rheumatifm  and  in  cafes  of  debility  ;  and,  if  a  larger  dofe  is  wanted,  to  dop  the 
fit  of  an  intermittent,  or  to  arred  the  progrefs  of  a  mortification,  one  or  two  tea- 
fpoonfuls  may  be  added  to  a  glafs  of  wine,  which  is  more  powerful  than  the 
larged  dofe  of  powder  commonly  given.  The  quantity  neceffary  to  eonditute  a 
dofe,  is,  indeed,  a  great  objection  to  the  employment  of  Bark  in  powder.  Many 
domachs  have  a  difficulty  in  retaining  such  large  and  repeated  doses,  as  some 
intermittents  require;  and,  even  though  the  stomach  should  retain  it,  it  may  not 
pofsefs  sufficient  power  completely  to  digest  and  extract  its  virtues ;  on  this  account 
alone  many  persons  are  deprived  of  the  benefit  of  the  most  valuable  medicine  we 
are  poffeffed  of;  but  in  this  Tincture,  the  efiscient  iparts  of  the  Bark  have  been, 
^prqviously  evolved  by  aitlficiai  rneans,  will,  therefore,  not  only  be  more  easily 
digefted,  but  will  more  readily^p;ifs  into  the  system. 

The'Tebrifuge  powers  of  the  Peruvian  Bark,  or  that  by  which  it  stops  the 
occurrence  of  febrile  paroxyfms,  fird  edabliffied  its  importance  ;  and  it  is  by  the 
comparative  fmallnefs  of  the  quantity  required  to  produce  this  efi'eft,  that  we  are 
bed  enabled  to  afeertain  its  goodnefs.  Now  one  fmall  bottle  of  the  Concentrated 
Tincture  has  been  rarely  known  to  fail  of  curing  the  mod  obdinate  intermittent, 
even  after  not  only  large  dofes  of  Bark,  but  arfenic,  and  other  violent  remediesj 
have  failed.  Thus  have  its  febrifuge  powers  been  fully  edabliffied.  Such  vio¬ 
lent  and  unfafe  medicines  will  not,  it  may  be  hoped,  hereafter  be  often  resorted 
to ;  for  we  have  here  a  fafe  and  pleafant  medicinfe,^' which  will  not,  we  are 
certain,  leave  behind  it  on  the  conditution  w'orfe  efihets  than  the  disease  which 
it  is  intended  to  cure. 
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In  those  forms  of  continued  Fever  which  are  conne£led  with  debility,  as  in 
Typhus,  Putrid  Sore  Throat,  Confluent  Small  Pox,  &c.  Bark  has  been  regarded 
as  one  oi  the  most  valuable  remedies.  In  F.ryfepelas,  in  Mortification,  in  exten- 
iive  Suppuration,  and  in  Scrofulous  Ulceration,  the  free  ufe  of  Bark  is 
is  of  the  greateft  advantage.  In  the  various  forms  of  pafiive  haemorrhagy,  in  all 
difeafes  connected  with  Debility,  in  Dyfpeptia,  Hypochondriahs,  in  Rickets, 
Scrofula,  and  Hyheria,  Bark  is  adminillered  as  a  powerful  and  permanent  Tonic 
either  alone  or  combined  with  other  remedies  f  uited  to  the  particular  cafe-  It  is 
ufefuliy  combined  with  Elixir  of  VinioUc  Acid  as  an  aftvingent,  with  prepara¬ 
tions  of  heel  as  a  Tonic,  and  in  Spafmodic  Difeafes  with  Valerian,  It  is  fcarcely 
necefiary  to  add,  thai;  this  Tincture  contains  in  a  concentrated  form  all  the  virtues 
of  tne  drug  from  which  it  is  prepared.  It  never  difagrees  with  the  moft  delicate 
homach,  and  will  be  taken  w  itii  pleafure  by  many  who  find  it  impolTible  to  take 
Bark  in  any  other  form. 


An  ordinary  dose  may  consist  according  to  circumstances, 
of  a  tea  spoonful,  or  three-four tlis  that  quantity,  or  one  half 
of  it,  in  milk,  in  water,  or  in  wine;  but,  in  the^  case  of 
intermittents,  one  or  two  tea  spoonfuls  should,  during  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  the  fits,  be  taken  in  a  glass  of  wine  every  two  hours. 
To  children  thirty  drops  in  milk,  sweetened  with  sugar,  may 
be  given  with  the  same  degree  of  frequency.
